'NEW YORK. June 6. The Independent
this week will contain an article bv Kear
Admiral Sampson oh "The United States
JCavy," in which he savs: "I hae lone
believed that the navy of the United States
is not adequate to the needs of the nation,
and in spite) of our ictorlcs the events
of the past jear have tended strongly to
confirm the view I held before the war
began. For an army increase, 1 fall to
see the necessity. It is hardly conceivable
that we could ute a large army except for
wars of foreign conquest, which the sen-

timent of our country would not permit.
No power except Great Britain could hope
to attack us successfully upon the land.
Xo two powers combined could hope to
effect an thing against us by sending an
army to this country.

"Three thousand miles of water protect
us from all except one possible enemj
Great Britain who has of late shown most
Unmistakably that she desires permanent
peace and the closest friendship. Her at
titude is all that could be desired. I do
not believe that there is any room for
doubt as to the good faith of the English.
They really wish our friendship and are
prepared to make sacrilices to sbecure it.

. J "Foreign armies, therefore, do not con-
stitute a danger to this country. The pos-sjb- le

wars which confront us are naial
wars, and in order to wage them success-
fully we need more ships. I believe that
we should have at least twice as many
ships as our navy at present contains.
Whether or nor we desire to have it so,
the war has made a .great change In our
position among the nations. It has gained
a new estimate of us and has put us in
the front rank of Hhe powers whoso voices,
decide questions of the world's politics.

"At the samei tlmeLwe have greatly extend-
ed our coast line and'liavo undertaken the
government of large and distant territor-
ies. "We have became an Asiatic power and
cannot evade the responsibilities of such a
position. We have great Interests in the
Pacific ocean und must be prepared to
cope with any who are disposed to denj
our rights thfre. To safeguard our Inter-
ests, to maintain our position, to speak

. with the authority that becomes us, we
need ships and ttlll more ships. If our easy
victories over the fleets of a weak naval
power fill our people with the belief that
we have now a navy that is large enough
for all our need, then those victories will
have done us harm instead of good. 1
believe in harbor defenses which only, de-
termined attack of tho enemy could over-
come.

"We hav e still much to learn about mod-
ern, w arshlps. They are as jet in the ex-
perimental stage. My own idea is that the
naval Increase should be made by the
building of more vessels of the New York
type and that greater speed and coal ca-
pacity must be secured even though It be
necessary to sacrifice some armor thick-
ness In order to secure them. Our need
of swift armored cruisers transcends other
naval needs.

"Tho present is a good time to press the
needs of the navy upon the country, which
win soon be quivering rrom end to end with
emotions produced by the reception of the
hero of Manila. The extraordinary and
widespread dispositional do him honor can
scarcely be otherwise than pleasing to all
officers of the navy. Nq man could possiblj
have done more thoroughly than Dewe
what he set out to do, and that is the
test. His fame is secure for the future."

MORONG CAPTURED.

' First "Washlnslon Regiment Took
Possession the Day Before Gen-

eral Hall Arrlv cd.
MANILA, June C General Hall encoun-

tered no resistance In his march from lo

to Morong through Teresa.
The Inhabitants did not leave the latter

town, but met the Americans, representing
themselves as friends. A large numbjr
of the natives passed through the American
lines, returning to Antlpolo.

Hall's march was very difficult and there
were many cases of prostration of Amer-
ican soldiers by the heat.

The brigade moved into Morong at 11

o'clock yesterday and found that Colonel
Wholley. with the Tirst Washington, had
captured the town the day before, killing
123 natives.

The Napldan and Covadonga, tinclads,
shelled the place and were answered by ar
artillery lire. One shell was put through
the Covadonga.

A detachment of the Washington regi-
men, while on a scouting expedition, loit
one man killed and one wounded, and
killed one officer and four men of the in-
surgents.

Preferred Death to Disgrace.
MANILA, June ".Lieutenant Frew W.

Pearce, of the Sixth United States artll-er- y,

committed suicide here this morning.
He came from Hollo a week ago on leave,
but lingered here bejond the limit and
failed to reply to repeated telegrams from
his commander.

Yesterday he was put under arrest on
his commander's order. This morning an-
other officer called to see him, when he
suddenly pulled a revolver from under his
pillow and shot himself through the head.

Avenged a L'tnlinn's Dcntli.
WASHINGTON, June 6 Another report

from Colonel Stotzenburg was made public
by the war department y. It related
to the capture of the Manila water works
and pumping station on February 6 Early
in this light Dr. II. A. Young, of the Utah
battery, was cut on! by the insurgents,
and his body found horribly mutilated. It
was only a few minutes after seeing this
evidence of barbarity that the Nebraska
emptied one insurgent trench, leaving one
of its occupants to be cared for by the
burying squad.

Krnpp Gnns In Enemy's Cnmp,
MANILA, June G The insurgents nightly

annoy the troops at San Tcrnando. Sev oral
Americans have been slightly wounded re-
cently. The enemy has several Krupp
guns, which thev bring forward and use for
firing large shells into the town, then re-
treating with their guns. One of tho in-
surgent shells fell within thirty yards of
General MacArthur's headquarters Satur-
day evening. The American troops do not
reply to tho nightly outbreaks.

Hollo and Cebn Cable Open.
WASHINGTON, Juno 6 The state de-

partment has received telegraphic infor-
mation that the arrangements made by
General Otis with the cable company

in the Philippines for establishing
direct cable communication between Iloilo
and Cebu have been successfully completed
and it is now open for business.

Flltplnos'Pnnlsh Macnbehcs.
MANILA, June G The rebels on Satur-

day night made an attack upon the friendly
town of Macabebcs and, after driving the
inhabitants out, burned tho town.

WHERE HURTS.

Sccretnry AVIIson Says It Will I)c a
Long Time Before Packers Re-

gain European Trndc.
WASHINGTON, June G "It will be a

long time before the American meat pack-
ers recover from the hue and cry over the
canned beef furnished tho United States
army," said Secretary Wilson, of the de-

partment of agriculture, jesterday.
"After j ears of unremitting efforts the

packers had at last succeeded in introducing
our canned meats to the European trade,
and there was no country where they
could not be found, and they were in use
in most of the armies. As soon as the
howl-we- nt up that these same packers had
furnished rotten beef to the American
armies, their sales went down to nothlnc.
and now they hav e all their trade to build
up again. It will be doubly hard this time,
because they will not only have to over-
come the original prejudice against Amer-
ican meat, but they will have to disprove
In almost every case, to the satisfaction
of the individual bujer, that there was no
foundation in the charges made against
the meat.

"When the truth overtakes the He they
may be able to restore their goods to fa-
vor, but they will have a hard time to re-
build their trade. On the whole, however,
the outlook for trade In meats appears to
be very good. Hitherto we have been al-
most unable to send live cattle to any Eu-
ropean country because of the restrictions
with which the tiadc has been surrounded.
Their entry was not forbidden by any
country, but in addition to the state regu-
lations there have alwajs been so many
petty municipal and departmental regula-
tions that the exportation of cattle to
these countries has not paid.

"Belgium has agreed to admit our cattle
under favorable conditions, and several
other countries are expected to follow her
example. Efforts will be made to have one
examination of the cattle answer state-- and
municipal requirements, so as to do away
with the numerous examinations and the
multiplicity of fees. Germany, we hear, is
taking a more favorable view of our pork,
and we expect to have the restrictions that
have been placed upon Its Importation re-
voked to such an extent as to afford us a
good market there for pork and pork prod-
ucts."

MISSOURI CROP REPORT.

Lntcxt Bulletin Ixsned by the State
Section of the United States

Wentlicr Bureau.
COLUMBIA, MO., June G (Special.) The

weekij- - crop report, issued here y by
the Missouri section of the United States
weather bureau, says:

In seme of the southern and western
counties corn has been well cultivated,
considerable having been plowed the third
time, but in many counties the fields are
very wecdj-- , cultivation having been pre-
vented bj-- the frequent rains. Where not
too badlj- - choked bj-- weeds, corn Is gener-all- j-

growing well, out there is much com-
plaint of poor stands, espcclallj- - In tho
central and northern sections. In a num-
ber of the northern counties onlj' about
one-ha- lf of the crop has jet been planted.

Cotton, in the southeastern counties, is
generally growing nicelj-- , though there Is
some complaint that the stand is poor and
some fields are veiy foul. There is also
some complaint of lice in portions of Pem-
iscot county. Chlnchbugs continue very
destructive In wheat and in a few counties
the llelds are being plowed up. Consider-
able rust Is also reported in the southern
sections and in some of the northeastern
counties the crop has been Injured bj-- tho
continued wet weather. In a considerable
number of the southern counties, how ev er,
early wheat promises a good leld.

Harvest will commence In the extreme
southern counties next wcck.

Oats and llax continue to do well as a
rule, and oats are noT heading in the
southern sections. In a few of the north-
eastern counties, oats and meadows have
been Injured bj-- excessive rains and in
mam- - nf thft southern counties meadows
are very weedj. Elsewhere the outlook
for tho haj crop is good.

Clover cutting is in progress In the
southern sections, but the weather has not
been favorable for curing It.

Gardens and potatoes arc growing nicely
though in some sections they are verj
w eed j-

Apples are still dropping and the crop Is
much less promising than a few weeks
ago

Raspberries are ripening in the extreme
south.

PEOPLE MUST DEVOTE THEMSELVES

TO PACIFIC LABORS.

Soldiers o Longer ecded, but Men

for the Maintenance of Order, So

Hint the Boon of Self-G- o v- -
ernment Will Soon Be

Forthcoming.

HAVANA, June 6 --Maximo Gomez, the
former commander-in-chie- f of the Cuban
arms, issued his farewell manilesto to-d-

In substance it savs:
'The mission I have been Intrusted with

Is nearly concluded. I have attempted to
find a solution of questions concerning the
army which I commanded during the blood-

iest war known In America. I am now
leaving, regretfullj, to attend to necessary
private business.

"A parting word to the people for whom
I have sacrificed thirty cars of my life,
and to my friends in tho army just dis-

banded, which action should have been
taken instantly after the removal of the
bloody weight of Spain's merciless regime:
We armed ourselves, and therefore we no
longer want soldiers, but men for the
maintenance of peace and order, which are
the basis of Cuba's future welfare.

"It is neces"-ar-j to understand that the
nation in this epoch, an epoch most diff-
icult and unequaled In history, should
avail Itself of the opportunity to show It
possesses virtues In spite of tho vices
caused by colonial government and the
harshness of warliko life. We wanted
and depended upon foreign Intervention to
terminate the war.

"This occurred at the most terrible mo-
ment of our contest, and resulted in Spain's
defeat. But none of us thought this ex-
traordinary event would be followed by a
military occupation of the country by our
allies who treat us as a people Incapable
of acting for ourselves and who have

us to obedience, to submission and
to tho tutelage imposed by force of cir-
cumstances. This cannot be our ultimate
fate after the jears of struggle and we
should aid by every peaceful method in
finishing the work of organizing, which the
Americans accepted In the protocol and
which is as dls.igrcable for them as for
ourselves. This aid will prove useless with-
out concord among all the Islanders. There-
fore, It is necessary to forget past dis-
agreements, to completely unite all ele.
ments and to organize a political party
which is needed in any count rj.

"It is alwajs said that countries have
the government which they merit and Cu-
ba will have that which her heroism en.
titled her to. To-d- aj she can onl have
one party In Cuba with one object that of
obtaining the aspiration of jears.

"Wo must devote ourselves to pacific la-
bors; gain the respect of the world and
show that though our war was honorable
our peace must be more so.

"We must make useless by our behavior
tho presence of a strange power in the
island and must assist the Americans to
complete the honorable mission they have
been compelled to assume by force of cir-
cumstances.

"This work was not sought by those rich
Northerners, owners of a continent. I think
doubts and suspicions are unjust. We must
form immediately a committee or a club
to be a nucleus of government. This will
serve Cuban interests purely and act as
an aid to the interveners

"I, as one of the first Cubans, although
one of our last old soldiers and not far
from the grave, without passion or ambi
tion, call on you with the sincerity of a
father and urge a cessation of the suoer
fiuous discussions and the creations of par--
tics or au Kinds, wnicn disturo trie coun
try and tend to caue anarchy.

"In this country there should not be one
man whbm we consider a stranger. To-da- y

we no longer have Autonomists or Conseri- -
atlsts, but only Cubans.

"My mission having ended, I will absent
myself temporarily to embrace my family,
but I will return shortly to Cuba, which I
love as much as my own land.

"My last words for my soldiers aro that,
as alwajs, where my tent is the Cubans
have a friend."

HOW IT WAS RECEIVED.

Americans Believe It Bxpresses His
Ileal Views, lint Ills Opponents

Say It Is a Subterfuge.
HAVANA, Juno 6 The farewell manifes-

to of General Gomez is the principal topic
of conversation among Americans and Cu-
bans of all shades of politics. The Ameri-
cans, for the most part, consider it an
affecting address, expressing tho real views
of the old patriot, and also his sincere in-
tention to retire from public life. His Cu-

as an excuse the weakness that followed
his recent Indisposition. Toward evening
he was seen driving, accompanied by an
aide It is not thought probable that he
will leave Havana before the 1st of Julj

Alter v lsiung ban uomingo ne expects to
return to Cuba in order to remove the body
of his son. Trancisco Gomez, who was kill
ed with General Antonio Macco He de-

sires to rclntcr the remains in his native
land.

Manj- - residents of Havana, who arc neith-
er friendly nor unfriendly to Gomez, believe
that. If he lives, he will soon wish to re-
sume his connections with the Island; and
thej- - also believe that Cuban sentiment In
tho main would favor his being largely in-
terested in the future Cuban republic, even
If not as Its president.
